BOSTON ALARMED. 


The Perpose ef President Cleveland’s 
Preclamation. 


CHIC, III., July 9.—Gen,. Miles, in com- 
mand ot the United States military forces in 
Chicago, was asked: 

Does President Cleveland’s proclamation 
mean that martial law has been declared in 
Chiea go?“ 

It amounts to the same thing. It means 
that whoever disobeys it isa public enemy, 
and as such is to be destroyed. 

Does it place you in command tothe 
State troops?’’ 

No, the President is acting in accordance 
with law and under the authority conferred 
on him by the Constitution. It means that 
all riotous person and all persons who incite 
to riot are enemies to the Constitution and 
will be treated as such. 

This was all Gen. Miles would say. 

From excellent authority, however, it 
comes that the proclamation means that the 
military can arrest whoever incites to riot 
and that it can disperse mobs on rallroaa 
tracks or elsewhere without further warning 
than that conveyed in the  proclama- 


tion which is, of course, an order to the 
troops. Copies of the proclamation were 
Printed this morning and posted on the 
railroad tracks and in all sections of 
the city. While the outbreak at Spring 
Valley probably precipitated it, the Presi- 
Gent's action, it is said, is based on the fact 
that the well-being Of all ‘the States fs men- 
aced by the insurrection in Chicago.

DSBS’ PHY#ICAL CONDITION. 


A S:atement That He Will Break Down 
Under the Great Strain. 


New York, July 9.—A morning paper says: 
Dr. T. B. Robertson is one of the few New 
Yorkers who knows something of the an- 
tecedents of Eugene V. Debs. Dr. Robertson 
is a specialist on nervousjdiseases and treated 
Debs in April, 1892, for a serious case of 
dipsomania. At that time Debs was prom- 
inent in labor.agitation and the editor of a 
labor papeyin Terre Haute, Ind. His sys- 
tem broke down completely under constant 
alcoholic excessesand he became a mental 
and physical wreck. With a letter of intro- 
duction from Col, Robert G. Ingersoll he 
eame to New York and was treated by Dr. 
Robertson, who restored him to something 
like health again. 

Dr. Robertson sent a telegram to DeDs 
Thursday night warning him that he was in 
no condition to enter upon such an under- 
taking as the management of the great 
strike. ‘‘I consider him to be almost, If | 
quite irresponsible,’’ said Dr. Rovertson, 
wand I told him so in my telegram. 
physical condition is ot good 
the effects of the adipsomania 
affect his intellect, I have 
received any answer to my tele- 
garam, and I suppose Mr. Debs considers 
himself insuited by being called irresponsi- 
ble. He will break down physically and 
probabiy mentally as soon as this strain is 
over, if not before, and Win probably ro- 
lapse into his former dissipated habits.’

They State That Only a Few Have E 
turned te Their Pests—Alleged That 
All Reads Are Again Running Freight 
apa Paqsenger Trains Herm Ac- 
quitted byj Judge Morris—U sited States 
Autherities Issue Mere Warrants 
Against Alleged Offenders.

It Ie the Law Rela to Gates and Safe- 
@guerds—A Receiver for the Mentesano 
Amusement Co.—In the Civil Courts. 


Inthe case of Hermaa Witsman against 
the Southern Rallway Co. in which a mo- 
tion for a new trial hed been fied Judge Val- 
Mant to-day sustained the motion and de- 
clared a statute which has been ou the books 
for nearly twenty years uncon. 
stitutional. Witzman was a passenger 
on the Southern Raliroad Co., and owing to 
he crowded condition of the car, was com- 
tpelied, with others, to stand on the front 

platform, which was not inclosed by ad- 
Justable gates. In turning a corner Witz- 

man was thrown off and sustained a doubel 
fraction of one of hislegs. He sued for $5,000, 
and got a judgment for $2,000 on the strength 
of one section of the statute, which provided 


for the gates un the platforms of the cars. 
Judge Valilant to-day in his neon vd says 
that that section is unconstitutional, because 
its provisions do not appear anywhere in the 
title of the Dill which is to reguiate the 
conduct of street cars in St. Louis, Sx the 
rate of fares, taxes, etc.,’’ but no- 
where does it efer to gates or 
other safeguards. Citing several Supreme 
Court decisions on the same point 
he says he is compelled to decide the statue 
unconstitutional according to the constitu- 
tion of the State, and sets aside the judg- 
ment and allows a new trial of the case.

THE PRESIDENT’S PROCLAMATION ; 

President Cleveland has not proclaimed 
martial law in Chicago. He has issued no 
proclamation placing Chicago under mili- 
tary rule, and in these exciting times the 
public mind should not be further dis- 
turbed with any such false and groundless 
misrepresentations in newspaper headlines 
of the President’s action. 

Martial law is the suspension of all law 
but the will of the military commanders 
entrusted with its execution, to be exer- 
cised according to their judgment, with no 
fixed or settled rules, and they are not 
bound even by the rules of the military 


law enacted by Oongress. Martial law 
suspends not only the civil law and the 
writ of habeas corpus, but also the mili- 
tary law enacted for the government of the 
army in war or peace, 


Instead of superseding the civil power 


and suspending the civil law the President 
has sent troops to Chicago to aid the one 
and uphold the other. His proclamation is 
nothing but a warning that the military 
law enacted by Congress for such emer- 
gencies will be put in force in Chicago in 
support of the civil laws and authorities 
and that whoever gets in the way may 
run against the bullets or bayonets of the 
soldiers. 


The proclamation speaks for itself, and 


there is no hint of martial law in any line 
of it. .

ing by gathering on the streets and mix- 
ing with mobs must take the conse- 
quences. It is a fair preliminary to the 
vigorous repression of riot and mob-rule 
which is now seen to be necessary, 

Although the initiation of the interposi- 
tion of Federal force to protect the mails, 
enforce the interstate commerce law and 
execute the decrees of the Federal Courts 
is a departure from traditional methods it 
is strictly within the scope of the Presi- 
dent's power under the laws. The United 
States are bound to enforce their laws and 
the decrees of their courts. They are 
bound to protect the mail service and the 
free course of interstate commerce from 
obstruction. 

All objections to this course as a danger- 
ous exercise of power by the Federal Gov- 
ernment lies against the law. If it is un- 
desirable to vest the President with this 
power the law should be changed, but it is 
not a proper time to discuss this question, 
to hamper Federal action and promote 
dissension and disloyalty when mobs rule 
the streets, violate the laws, destroy 
property, endanger life and defy author- 
ity. 

The President has acted with far better 
judgment than the strike leaders and the 
Governors who have in the very crisis of 
disorder protested against his course. His 
utterances have been models of wisdom 
and the Federal troops have been handled 
with rare discretion. In mo way has any 
attempt been made to over-ride civil au- 
thority or to interfere with its proper 
functions. | 

If Gov. Altgeld had demonstrated that 
he was able, as he said, to repress all dis- 
order and enforce the laws in Illinois 
there would be no occasion for Federal 
interference there. If the strikers, as Mr. 
Debs says, are all law-abiding and are 
anxious to preserve the peace and prevent 
destruction of property they cannot be 
hurt by any whiff of bullets from Federal 
or State troops. They will welcome the 
suppression of mobs by any and all legal 
methods. 

The duty of all citizens now is to rally 
to the support of lawful authority in what- 
ever formitappears. The firstand para- 
mount object to be gained is the restora- 
tion of peace and the reign of law. If the 
President’s course is vindicated by the 
courts and by public opinion it will at 
least prove the potency of laws which his 
Attorney-General has declared useless.
